murdering Santo Notito, ‘was shot 
to death at Fresno by Nocito’s 
widow, Mrs. Josephine Nocito, 
while they attended tly; funeral 
of a mutual friend. 

As the body of Joe Gambero, a 
wealthy Italian, was lowered into 
its grave, Mrs. Nocito drew a 
small calibre revolver from her 
purse and shot Chiodo through 
‘he head. Chiodo died within a 

few minutes before seven hun- 
; dred mourners at the funeral 
|; rites. The widow was taken into 

custody to await filing of a mur- 
| der charge. 

Chiodo, 
| the slaying of Nocito, was arrest- 
| ea on the Carquinez straits bridge 
| by a Fresno police officer. He 
| was visiting. with friends at Val- 

lejo and the police officer was 
|on,a Sunday outing. Driving ac- 
| ross the span the officer noticed 
| Chigdo and recognized him ag a 
man wanted at Fresno on a mur- 
der charge. Chiodo was brought 
to the county jail to await trans- 
fer to Fresno for trial. 

The Noecitos gbjected to aiten- 
tions paid their 16 year olq daugh- 
ter by Chiodo and he was warned 
te, stay away. Nocito and Chio- 
de decideq to “have it out.” A 
duel was arranged. 
7 Nocito’s bullet riddled body was 
found oulside Fresno. Authorities 
claimed he had been ambushed, 
but Chiodo contended he shot in. 
{self defense. A jury acquitied: 
i him last week.
